Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because, in figure 1, each of the elements 
represented by boxes should include an English language description of the function 
performed. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
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application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of legal 
phraseology, such as comprising, and due to length. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 5,517,105 to Holzworth. 

Holzwarth, '105, includes by reference U.S. Patent 5,039,937 to Mandt et al, and 
U.S. Patent 4,975,636 to Desautels. 

Claim 13 recites, as disclosed by Holzworth: 

13. An optical measurement system comprising: 

means for setting a condition of acquiring data ('105, col. 3, line 

40), 

means for displaying a status of acquiring said data ('105, fig. 2, 
including stop indication); 

means for instructing control of measurement ('105, fig. 2, "mode" 
and "lock"); 

means for marking a mark at a position on an instruction control of 
measurement ('105, fig. 2, 63 and 64); and 

means for displaying a condition input ('105, fig. 2, 40). 
Claim 14 recites, as disclosed by Holzworth: 

14. An optical measurement system according to claim 13, wherein 
said means for displaying a condition input comprises means for setting a 
display magnification and a display time ('105, fig. 2, 63 and 64). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 3-9, 11-12, and 20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The independent claims 3, 7, 8, and 11 recite "means for indicating a light 
irradiation position and a light detecting position". This feature in combination with the 
remaining claimed structure avoids the prior art of record.
